REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Haverhill : 

The  year  1970  proved  to  be  a  very  active  one  for  the 
Town  of  Haverhill.  The  sale  of  land  and  property  continues  to 
occupy  much  of  our  time  and  effort.  Construction  of  the  new 
County  Office  Building  is  underway  and  on  schedule.  Construc- 
tion of  the  new  Haverhill-Newbury  Bridge  also  was  started 
and  completion  scheduled  for  this  Fall. 

The  major  concern  for  our  Town,  just  as  it  is  for  most  of 
us  as  individuals,  is  money  and  taxes.  We  hope  the  State 
Legislature,  now  in  session,  will  arrive  at  some  solution  which 
will  help  local  governments  bring  to  a  halt  the  spiralling  in- 
crease in  property  taxes. 

We  have  tried  sincerely  to  keep  expenses  down  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  the  services  our  residents  desire.  Each 
Department  Head  has  co-operated  with  us  in  this  effort.  Infla- 
tion has  made  it  very  difficult,  but  with  a  lot  of  help,  we  feel 
we  have  been  largely  successful. 

In  this  connection,  special  appreciation  should  be  noted  to 
Roland  McKean,  our  Road  Agent,  and  to  Mrs.  Lorraine  Pres- 
cott,  our  Dog  Officer.  Mr.  McKean's  department,  through 
rental  of  men  and  equipment  returned  to  the  Town  more  than 
$11,000  in  income,  and  Mrs.  Prescott,  doing  an  outstanding 
job,  accounted  for  more  than  $300  increase  in  the  sale  of  Dog 
licenses  over  last  year. 

We  shall  continue  to  try  to  steer  a  moderate  course,  still 
moving  ahead.  Your  study  of  the  Town  Report,  your  sugges- 
tions, and  your  careful  consideration  of  the  articles  in  this 
year's  warrant  will  help  us.  Your  past  support  is  appreciated 
and  your  continued  co-operation  is  requested.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN   HALL 

Following  the  vote  in  annual  town  meeting  in  1970  to 
have  an  article  in  the  1971  warrant  regarding  remodeling  of  the 
Town  Hall  in  North  Haverhill,  N.H.,  the  committee  has  made 
further  study  and  brought  in  cost  figures. 

Copies  of  the  tentative  plans,  which  would  provide  space 
for  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Selectmen  and  Police  Depart- 
ment and  leave  adequate  room  for  town  balloting,  precinct 
meetings  and  other  town  functions  normally  held  here,  were 
submitted  to  reliable  contractors  in  the  town  for  estimates  of 
cost.  Costs  have  been  submitted  and  a  separate  article  appears 
in  the  warrant  for  your  approval. 

All  plans  were  made  with  the  idea  of  making  no  changes 
in  the  outward  appearance  of  the  Town  Hall  or  other  town 
buildings. 

It  was  found  that  the  heating  plant  in  the  Town  Hall 
would  need  replacing  in  the  near  future  and  therefore  this 
would  be  only  a  small  additional  cost. 

The  transferring  of  all  town  offices  to  a  central  location 
would  make  for  more  efficient  administration  of  town  affairs 
and  more  convenient  arrangement  of  hours  of  tax  collector  and 
clerk,  making  the  office  available  many  more  hours  a  day. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  when  the  County  offices  are 
no  longer  available  for  use  as  District  Court,  the  town  must 
furnish  a  room  for  this  purpose.  The  Town  Hall  could  be 
utilized  for  this. 

As  a  committee  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  article 
in  the  Warrant  Signed  by  Committee.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

We  have  all  realized  that  ambulance  service  is  very  essential 
and  is  a  must.  How  have  we  achieved  this  must?  Many  towns 
in  the  area  have  made  a  combined  effort  to  keep  the  Ricker 
Ambulance  Service  available  for  those  in  the  Cottage  Hospital 
area. 

The  Ricker  Ambulance  Service  has  continued  to  provide  the 
area  with  a  twenty-four  hour,  seven  days  per  week  service.  In 
order  for  Mr.  Ricker  to  continue,  a  budget  of  $6,600.00  would 
be  needed  to  defray  added  expenses  necessary  for  the  total 
service. 

The  budget  is  as  follows: 

Salary  for  additional  personnel  $6,100.00 

Workman's  Compensation  40.00 

Liability  Insurance  100.00 

Ambulance  Insurance  60.00 

Social  Securitv  for  Personnel  300.00

In  1969,  Mr.  Ricker  made  236  calls  in  the  area  and  in  1970, 
271  calls.  These  calls  have  been  listed  according  to  towns. 

At  the  Area  Ambulance  meeting  held  Wednesday  evening, 
January  20,  1971,  it  was  agreed  to  provide  the  same  amount 
as  1970.  Mr.  Ricker  agreed  to  the  budget  even  though  in- 
flation has  also  involved  his  particular  business. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  amount  to  be  asked  the  Town  of 
Haverhill  to  contribute  to  the  overall  budget  would  be  $3,300. 

These  funds  are  handled  by  the  Treasurer  of  Cottage  Hos- 
pital with  a  special  ambulance  fund  account,  supervised  by  an 
ambulance  committee,  and  paid  to  the  Ricker  Ambulance  Serv- 
ice on  a  monthly  basis. 

Appreciation  of  the  excellent  ambulance  service  was  the  con- 
sensus of  the  meeting.  Each  Selectman  was  encouraged  to  par- 
ticipate in  providing  this  much  needed  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


During  this  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal  of 
cooperation  in  the  prevention  of  fires.  We  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Your  forest  fire  warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone 
understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor 
fires,  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow. 

Fire  Permits 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  wood- 
land anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  in- 
cludes household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass 
burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  (SUCH  BURN- 
ING IS  RESTRICTED  BY  REGULATION  TO  BE  PRIOR 
TO  9:00  A.M.  and  AFTER  5:00  P.M.). 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of  house- 
hold waste  in  towns  where  such  rubbish  is  collected  by  the 
town. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  normal 
conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Fire  Chief  and  a 
permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  anothers'  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a 
hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Moun- 
tain National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office 
or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public 
camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for 
this  purpose.

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WOODSVILLE  PUBLIC   LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES 

A  library  without  books  is  like  a  room  without  windows. 
The  Woodsville  Public  Library,  today,  has  nearly  20,000  vol- 
umes. In  1894,  it  had  2,000. 

Our  library  has  the  books  readers  want,  not  only  in  quan- 
tity but  in  quality  as  well.  To  meet  the  demand,  its  librarians 
and  trustees  are  constantly  pouring  over  reviews  in  various 
publications,  and  listening  to  those  who  come  into  the  library. 
What  patrons  talk  about  often  reveals  their  preferences  in 
reading.  It  is  part  of  the  librarians'  job  to  match  books  with 
people  and  vise  versa.  It  is  a  job  that  Mrs.  Leonard  and  Mrs. 
Cochran  do  very  well. 

Again,  Woodsville  tops  last  years  circulation  of  books, 
28,200,  a  slight  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  This  is  con- 
sidered phenomenal  for  an  area  of  this  size.  Our  secret?  In- 
volvement, both  on  the  part  of  capable,  hard-working,  conscien- 
tious librarians,  and  faithful  readers,  young  and  old.  Our  com- 
prehensive, up-to-date  book  collection  is  the  envy  of  even 
those  libraries  in  bigger  towns  than  ours. 

Last  year,  also  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  Woodsville 
topped  the  list  of  those  in  the  North  Country  Library  District 
borrowing  books  from  the  Bookmobile,  6,771  books  in  all.  In 
addition,  500  special  requests  were  ordered  from  the  State  Li- 
brary in  Concord.  Each  special  order  is  important.  Each  serves 
a  purpose  and  makes  another  friend  for  our  library.  Through 
such  orders,  we  have  helped  people  learn  piano-tuning,  an- 
tique lettering,  how  to  hold  auctions,  take  refresher  courses  in 
short-hand  and  countless  other  pursuits. 

There  is  always  one  major  problem,  however.  Book  prices 
are  forever  zooming.  The  average  price  for  a  hard  cover  book 
was  $5.20.  Today,  it  is  $9.37.  Hopefully,  appropriations  for 
books  will  rise  accordingly.  The  question  of  whether  to  buy 
one  excellent,  much  discussed  but  expensive  best  seller  rather 
than  three  westerns  or  three  romances — there  is  great  call  for 
all  types — comes  up  every  time  a  book  order  goes  through. 

What's  new  at  our  library?  A  section  in  the  children's 
department  for  one  thing;  a  comprehensive  I-Can-Read  group 
of  books  for  beginners.  With  over  100  titles  available,  they  are 
proving  very  popular  with  first,  second,  and  third  graders,  and 
parents  and  teachers,  too. 
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Just  delivered  is  the  1971  World  Book  Encyclopedia,  the 
best  liked  reference  source  for  elementary  students.  This  new 
set  releases  our  old  set  for  circulation  outside  the  library. 

Library-school  cooperation  is  good.  Mrs.  Leonard  and 
Mrs.  Cochran  have  fewer  panic  moments  when  30  students 
descend  on  the  library  looking  for  its  one  and  only  book  on 
Apollo  11,  all  at  the  same  time.  By  working  closely  with  school 
librarians,  the  problem  of  overlapping  on  book  orders  to  Con- 
cord has  been  solved.  To  aid  those  whose  bus  schedules  prevent 
their  being  able  to  use  the  town  library  after  school,  our  li- 
brarians often  take  books  to  school  for  circulation  to  fill  the 
gaps  in  the  school  collection.  Such  cooperation  has  resulted  in 
better  service  for  all. 

We  undertook  a  rather  unusual  educational  venture  this 
past  year.  We  supplied  the  therapist  at  the  N.H.  Home  for  the 
Elderly,  formerly  Glencliff  Sanatorium,  with  books  for  her 
work  with  geriatric  mental  patients.  The  idea  is  to  get  them 
out  of  their  chairs  and  back  into  the  world  by  talking  about 
safe,  familiar  subjects.  Our  books  helped  pave  the  way. 

The  event  of  the  year  was  Open  House  held  during  National 
Book  Week.  Over  150  signed  the  guest  book,  including  mem- 
bers of  the  Senior  Citizens  group  who  came  in  a  body  to  view 
the  historical  exhibit  on  display,  courtesy  of  the  N.H.  Profile 
Republican  Women's  Club.  Punch  and  cookies  were  served  by 
members  of  the  Woodsville  Progressive  Club. 

Mrs.  Leonard  and  Mrs.  Cochran  also  entertained  several 
librarians  and  trustees  from  area  libraries  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Group  3  Committee  of  the  North  County  District  Advisory 
Council.  This  council  is  preparing  a  report  on  Central  Book 
Ordering  and  Cataloguing. 

Both  librarians,  over  the  year,  have  attended  six  book 
meetings.  These  are  very  important  and  provide  them  with  an 
opportunity  to  see  and  become  familiar  with  dozens  of  books 
in  all  categories  making  it  much  easier  to  order  the  ones  ex- 
actly suited  for  our  readers. 

Thirty-five  pre-schoolers  attended  Story  Hour  sessions 
this  summer.  Our  wall-to-wall,  carpeted  brightly  lighted  base- 
ment area  made  it  double  pleasurable  for  listening  and  acting 
out  stories  and  musical  games.  A  cookie  and  punch  party 
ended  this  always  successful  program. 

The  annual  Summer  Reading  Club  saw  50  sign  up.  Each 
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member  participating  did  a  poster  at  the  end  of  the  season  to 
dramatize  the  theme,  "Your  Vacation  Friends  are  Here,  in  our 
Library  Books."  This  program  is  particularly  satisfying  be- 
cause of  the  interest  its  members  take  to  continue  reading. 
School  is  out,  but  books  are  still  very  much  "in"!  A  cookie 
and  coke  party  in  August  was  much  enjoyed  by  all  Club 
readers. 

Tradition  has  it  that  libraries  are  quiet,  moderate,  deco- 
rous. But  television  has  made  the  world  smaller;  it  has  created 
the  need  for  more  information,  more  participation  by  all.  There 
is  so  much  more  to  read  and  learn.  People  from  all  age  groups 
request  it.  For  this  reason,  libraries  must  upset  tradition,  must 
open  their  doors  to  progress. 

Woodsville's  Public  Library,  we  are  happy  to  report,  is 
doing  its  best  to  bring  people  and  books  together,  to  become 
the  lively,  exciting,  probing  place  it  was  meant  to  be.  For 
after  all,  isn't  this  what  libraries  are  all  about?

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

January   1,   1971 

The  year  of  1970  was  the  first  year  that  we  served  the 
Junior  High  School  of  Haverhill  instead  of  one  of  its  Senior 
High  Schools.  It  has  made  a  big  difference  in  the  work  of  our 
library.  Different  reference  material  is  required  and  there  is  no 
required  reading  in  English.  It  has  necessitated  some  reorgani- 
zation which  has  already  been  started  but  is  far  from  com- 
pletion. The  work  load  is  much  lighter  since  there  is  now  a 
fairly  good  library  at  school.  However  the  Principal  -  -  Mr. 
Evans — greatly  favors  the  use  of  a  public  library  as  well  as  a 
school  library,  so  we  still  serve  the  school.  It  was  a  severe  set- 
back when  the  School  Board  decided  they  could  no  longer  con- 
tribute to  our  support.  They  had  been  giving  us  $400  annually 
for  the  purchase  of  books  needed  for  school  work  and  to  help 
with  the  expense  of  keeping  the  library  open  extra  hours.  This 
cut  in  funds  made  it  necessary  to  cut  down  on  the  hours  per 
week  that  the  library  is  open  and  to  make  it  out  of  the  ques- 
tion to  purchase  books  which  are  only  in  demand  by  the  school. 
Books  purchased  now  must  be  of  general  public  interest. 

The  emphasis  this  year  has  been  on  public  interest  rather 
than  on  school  needs.  In  April  the  Lend-a-Hand  Club  of 
Haverhill  set  up  a  library  program  for  their  monthly  meet- 
ing. They  requested  a  review  of  some  of  the  books  at  the  li- 
brary as  well  as  a  little  of  its  history.  The  meeting  was  held  at 
the  library  and  was  well  attended.  It  created  more  interest  in 
the  library  and  its  needs.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting  the  club 
gave  the  library  an  excellent  book  on  life  in  America  in  the 
1920's  and  1930's.  The  members  also  volunteered  to  help  with 
various  projects  through  the  year.  Their  help  with  our  two 
main  projects  of  the  year — the  Flea  Market  held  in  August  to 
raise  funds  for  needed  repairs  and  the  celebration  of  the  90th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  library — was  invaluable. 
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It  was  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  the 
Assistant  Librarian,  Mrs.  Bertha  Aremburg,  but  we  were  most 
fortunate  in  procuring  Mrs.  Kate  Betsch,  a  newcomer  to 
Haverhill,  to  replace  her. 

On  the  whole,  the  year  has  been  interesting.  Progress  has 
been  made  in  usefulness  to  the  community.  Our  great  need  is 
for  more  room  for  shelving  books,  a  better  arrangement  in  the 
work  area  for  the  librarian  and  more  facilities  for  displaying 
books  and  other  things  of  interest.

1970  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Haverhill  voted  to  authorize  the  Planning 
Board  to  adopt  sub-division  regulations  at  the  1970  Town 
Meeting.  A  public  hearing  was  held  and  the  sub-division  regu- 
lations were  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
April  20,  1970.  A  sub-division  is  the  division  of  a  tract  or 
parcel  of  land  into  two  or  more  parcels  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
and  the  regulations  require  that  certain  standards  be  met  for 
lots  to  be  sold  in  Haverhill. 

To  date,  20  applications  have  been  received  for  sub-divi- 
sions; 18  were  approved  and  two  returned  to  the  applicants 
for  more  information. 

The  Planning  Board  reflecting  the  concern  of  many  citizens 
is  working  toward  developing  land  use  regulations  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  voters.  Land  use  regulations  will,  hopefully,  en- 
courage the  development  of  land  for  its  most  suitable  use  or 
for  open  space  to  preserve  the  quality  and  character  of  our 
town. 

The  Planning  Board  welcomes  suggestions  and  encourages 
townspeople  to  work  with  us  in  assuring  that  Haverhill  de- 
velops in  a  manner  beneficial  to  present  and  future  genera- 
tions. The  Board  meets  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at 
the  Selectmen's  office.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  James  R.  Morrill 
Elementary  School  Gymnasium,  North  Haverhill,  New  Hamp- 
shire, on  the  30th  day  of  March,  1971,  polls  to  open  for  the 
election  of  District  Officers  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  to  close  not  earlier  than  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with 
action  on  the  remaining  articles  in  this  warrant  to  be  taken 
commencing  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose,  by  non-partisan  ballot,  a  Moderator 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  choose,  *by  non-partisan  ballot,  three  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board,  one  from  the  pre- 
existing Haverhill  School  District  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  one  from  the  pre-existing  Woods- 
ville  School  District  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  one  Member-at-Large  for  a  term  of  three 
years. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  hear  reports  of  the  School  Board,  Treasurer 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in 
the  name  of  the  District  such  advances,  grants- 
in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes 
as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from 
the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  any  other  federal,  state  or 
private  source.

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REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1970-1971 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual 
report  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  assumed  my  present  position  on  July  1,  1970.  My  main 
duties  consist  of  general  supervision  of  the  elementary  schools 
in  the  Union  as  well  as  helping  to  develop  federally  funded 
programs. 

During  the  first  week  in  September  the  entire  teaching 
staff  of  the  Supervisory  Union  attended  a  two-day  workshop 
held  at  the  Woodsville  High  School.  The  conference  was  key- 
noted  by  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education  Robert  L.  Bru- 
nelle  and  dealt  with  some  of  the  newer  methods,  materials  and 
ideas  prevalent  in  education  today.  We  hope  to  make  this  an 
annual  activity,  one  which  will  serve  as  a  stimulating  beginning 
to  the  school  year. 

Periodic  meetings  are  held  with  all  Supervisory  Union 
Elementary  Principals.  We  discuss  common  problems,  share 
information  and  suggest  ways  to  improve  the  operation  of  our 
schools.  Subjects  discussed  at  these  meetings  include  the  New 
Hampshire  minimum  standards  for  elementary  schools  and  the 
implementation  of  those  standards  by  the  fall  of  1972.  We  have 
discussed  the  need  for  written  policies  for  each  elementary 
school;  in-service  training  for  teachers;  improved  methods  of 
teacher  evaluation;  more  efficient  use  of  standardized  test  re- 
sults; curriculum  improvement,  etc. 

In  the  area  of  federal  funding  we  are  operating  a  program 
of  special  education  for  children  with  learning  disabilities.  This 
activity  is  currently  being  supported  with  funds  from  Title  I, 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.  We  hope  to  continue 
this  program  at  the  elementary  school  level  and  extend  it  into 
the  Junior  High  as  soon  as  practicable. 
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In  spite  of  increased  food  costs  and  dwindling  government 
commodities,  our  school  lunch  programs  have  been  operating 
on  a  self-sustaining  basis.  This  situation  is  a  tribute  to  our 
lunch  operators  and  their  assistants  who  have  managed  these 
programs  so  well.  It  is  our  goal  to  operate  these  programs  with- 
out recourse  to  school  district  funds. 

May  I  extend  my  thanks  to  teachers,  administrators  and 
board  members  for  their  cooperation.  I  hope  that  my  new  posi- 
tion will  afford  me  continuing  opportunities  to  serve  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  children  of  the  Haverhill  Cooperative  School 
District,

The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  #23,  during 
1970-1971,  will  receive  a  salary  of  $17,000.00,  which  is 
made  up  as  follows:  $3,000.00  to  be  paid  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and  $14,000.00  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts.  Allowance  of 
$1,500.00  for  travel  within  the  Union  is  also  prorated 
as  stated  above.

As  we  move  forward  into  the  1970's  the  number  of  functions 
our  schools  are  expected  to  serve  is  the  natural  result  of  the 
many  changes  taking  place  in  our  society  today.  Since  the  birth 
of  our  nation  society  has  increased  enormously  in  complexity 
and  the  individual  after  birth  must  somehow  acquire  all  the 
knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  possible  to  enable  himself  to 
adequately  cope  with  today's  many  challenges. 

As  stated  in  a  previous  school  report,  the  year  1969-70 
presented  us  with  a  tremendous  opportunity  to  evaluate  the 
present  programs,  develop  and  offer  new  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  students  at  Woodsville  High  School.  From  this  op- 
portunity came  the  following: 

(A)  the  development  of  an  independent  study  and  research 
program  in  science  which  has  enabled  the  student  under  a 
faculty  advisor  to  independently  select  and  pursue  a  topic  of 
interest  and  value  to  him.  Such  a  program  enables  a  well- 
motivated  student  to  progress  academically  at  his  own  rate 
without  the  limitations  that  he  may  be  confronted  with  in  a 
traditional  course  of  study. 

(B)  the  implementation  of  a  computer  instructional  pro- 
gram which  has  been  made  possible  through  the  Dartmouth 
College  Time-Sharing  System.  With  the  increasing  use  of  com- 
puters in  our  society,  it  is  imperative  that  the  opportunity  to 
understand  and  use  such  technological  innovations  be  made 
available. 

(C)  the  inclusion  of  new  courses  and  revision  of  present 
programs  such  as: 

1.  introduction  of  a  formal  art  program  on  a  student- 
elective  basis. 

2.  a  physical  education  program  available  to  all  students. 

3.  greater  and  more  effective  utilization  of  the  music  in- 
structors in  instrumental  and  choral  instruction. 
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4.  and  adoption  of  new  courses  including:  Far  Eastern 
History,  Modern  European  History,  Creative  Writing- 
Public  Speaking,  Shorthand  II-Transcription,  Book- 
keeping II,  Physical  Science,  etc. 

(D)  the  development  of  a  library  resource  center  with 
facilities  that  everyone  can  be  proud  of.  In  addition  to  library 
references  audio-visual  equipment  and  materials  are  part  of 
the  resources  now  available  in  this  area.  Library  Assistants 
and  A.V.  Aides  of  the  Media  Club  serve  both  students  and 
teachers  by  circulating  books,  magazines,  records,  filmstrips, 
films,  and  other  materials  and  also  by  operating  and  maintain- 
ing A.V.  equipment. 

(E)  the  guidance  service  for  students  has  been  enhanced 
through  the  employment  of  a  full-time  counselor.  This  pro- 
vides students  with  greater  opportunities  for  educational,  voca- 
tional and  personal  counseling  in  addition  to  greater  emphasis 
on  individual  and  group  testing  and  more  adequate  interpreta- 
tion and  follow-through  on  such  testing. 

With  consolidation  Woodsville  High  School  has  also  seen  a 
number  of  changes  and  additions  in  its  teaching  personnel. 
These  changes  will  not  be  listed  at  this  time  as  they  were  sub- 
mitted and  stated  in  last  year's  annual  report. 

The  extra-curricular  activities,  we  feel,  are  a  very  valuable 
aspect  of  the  school's  educational  program  as  they  provide  our 
students  with  many  of  the  learning  experiences  that  enable 
them  to  develop  educationally,  socially  and  morally.  At  Woods- 
ville High  School  the  students  are  extremely  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  participate  in  various  school  clubs  and  on  athletic 
teams.  Many  worthwhile  school  and  community  projects  have 
been  sponsored  by  these  student  groups,  and  many  exciting 
and  beneficial  experiences  have  been  gained  by  our  athletic 
members.  Much  credit  and  recognition  must  be  given  to  the 
advisors  and  coaches  of  these  organizations  for  their  time, 
effort  and  leadership  in  making  this  important  aspect  of  the 
school  program  vital  and  successful  for  our  students. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  School  Board,  the  faculty  of  W.H.S.  and  the  people  in  the 
Town  of  Haverhill  and  the  surrounding  communities  for  mak- 
ing this  past  school  year  a  most  stimulating  and  rewarding 
experience.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  herein  my  annual  report  of  the  James  R.  Morrill 
Elementary  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

The  school  enrollment  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report  is  204 
pupils.  The  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  follows:  Kindergarten — 
27,  Grade  1—27,  Grade  2—40,  Grade  3—28,  Grade  4—22, 
Grade  5 — 28  and  Grade  6 — 32.  Grade  2  is  split  into  two  sec- 
tions because  of  the  large  number  of  pupils. 

Three  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  took  place  this  year.  Miss 
Nancy  Mitchell,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  State  College,  re- 
placed Mrs.  Lucille  Pike  in  Kindergarten.  Miss  Regis  Jason,  a 
graduate  of  Salem  State  College,  replaced  Mrs.  Gloria  Whitcher 
in  Grade  2.  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Lewis,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
State  College,  replaced  Mrs.  Nora  Davidson  in  Grade  5. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  continues  to  be  popular  with 
the  youngsters.  The  program  this  year  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Allbee  assisted  by  Mrs.  Audrey  Robinson. 

Educational  television  from  channel  49  in  Littleton  is  being 
widely  used  in  the  school.  Programs  being  used  by  the  teachers 
are  in  the  categories  of  Art,  Science.  Health,  Language  Arts, 
Social  Studies  and  Music. 

Achievement  and  intelligence  tests  were  given  in  October  to 
grades  4  and  6  under  the  state  testing  program.  Tests  given 
were  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test  Battery  and  the  Otis- 
Lennon  Mental  Ability  Tests.  Under  the  state  program  these 
tests  are  machine  scored  by  the  Bureau  of  Educational  Re- 
search and  Testing  Services  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. Stanford  Achievement  Tests  are  given  in  grades  1,  2,  3 
and  5,  Otis-Lennon  Mental  .Ability  Tests  in  grade  3  and  Metro- 
politan Readiness  Tests  in  kindergarten  under  local  sponsor- 
ship. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  has  re- 
cently established  Minimum  Standards  and  Recommendations 
for  New  Hampshire  Public  Elementary  Schools.  The  effective 
date  for  local  schools  to  begin  implementation  of  these  stand- 
ards and  recommendations  is  September  1,  1972.  The  Morrill 
Elementary  School  meets  the  majority  of  these  minimum  stand- 
ards at  the  present  time.  The  following  standards  are  lacking: 
additional  space  and  more  books  are  needed  for  the  library,  a

librarian,  a  guidance  program  and  a  physical  education  pro- 
gram. Immediate  attention  should  be  given  to  the  implementa- 
tion of  these  standards.

The  school  enrollment  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report  is  224 
pupils.  The  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  follows:  Kindergarten — 
20,  Grade  1—33,  Grade  2—43,  Grade  3—34,  Grade  4—34, 
Grade  5—28  and  Grade  6 — 32.  Grade  2  is  split  into  2  sections 
and  grades  1,  3,  4,  5  and  6  have  a  helping  teacher  because  of 
the  large  enrollments.  No  changes  were  made  in  the  school 
staff  this  year. 

Educational  television  from  channel  15  in  Hanover  is  being 
used  by  all  grades.  Programs  being  used  by  the  teachers  are 
in  the  categories  of  Science,  Health,  Language  Arts,  Social 
Studies  and  Music. 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  has 
recently  established  Minimum  Standards  and  Recommenda- 
tions for  New  Hampshire  Public  Elementary  Schools.  The  ef- 
fective date  for  local  schools  to  begin  implementation  of  these 
standards  and  recommendations  is  September  1,  1972.

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  the  Haverhill  Me- 
morial V.F.W.  Post  sponsored  transportation  for  this  Clinic. 
Members  donating  their  time  and  use  of  their  cars  were  Mrs. 
John  Farnham,  Mrs.  Pat  Davis,  Mrs.  Florence  Clough,  Mrs. 
Harry  Moses  and  Mrs.  Owen  Moulton.  I  want  to  thank  each 
one  that  helped  make  this  Clinic  a  success. 

The  annual  Dental  Clinic  was  held  in  Woodsville  in  the 
Spring.  Pupils  from  the  Elementary  School  in  Woodsville  were 
taken  to  Dr.  Jamback's  office.  I  want  to  thank  the  Salvation 
Army  and  the  Lionnesses  for  making  this  clinic  possible.  These 
organizations  donated  money  to  match  funds  available  from 
the  State  Dental  Program. 
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On  November  14-15  the  Cohase  Lions  Club  sponsored  the 
Pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  Tests.  Members  of 
the  Lions  and  Lionnesses  assisted  with  the  screening;  provided 
transportation  to  the  clinic  if  necessary,  served  coffee,  and 
donated  gifts  to  the  children  being  tested.  Through  this  pro- 
gram children  with  vision  and  or  hearing  problems  can  be 
found  early  and  treatment  started  before  they  enter  school. 

On  January  26,  1970  the  Cancer  Educational  Film  was 
shown  to  Senior  girls  and  their  mothers.  Dr.  Eastman  was 
present  to  answer  questions  following  the  showing  of  this  film. 

In  May  we  held  registrations  at  Haverhill  and  Woodsville 
Elementary  School  for  pupils  entering  kindergarten  and  1st 
grade  in  September,  1970. 

The  following  workshops  were  attended  during  the  year. 

1.  Smoking  and  Health — White  Mt.  Regional  School 

2.  Drug  Workshops — Woodsville  High  School 

3.  Civil  Defense  Workshop — Littleton 

Nurses'  Meetings  were  attended  at  White  Mountain  Re- 
gional and  Wentworth-by-the-Sea. 

During  the  first  semester  I  attended  a  class  at  Laconia  on 
"How  to  Handle  Stress  in  the  School  Child."  This  was  a 
very  interesting  class  and  dealt  with  common  problems  of 
school  children. 

This  was  also  a  year  of  changes  with  the  High  Schools  con- 
solidated and  the  7th  and  8th  grades  together  at  the  Jr.  High. 
I  have  enjoyed  the  change  as  it  has  simplified  the  testing 
programs. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Cohase  Lions  Club  for  their  assistance 
with  the  Sight  Conservation  Program.  Several  children  re- 
ceived needed  eye  care  from  The  Lions  Club.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  this  dedicated  Service  Organization  in  our  town. 

I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Mullen,  Mr.  Donald  Evans,  Mr. 
Howard  Evans,  Mr.  McKelvey  and  the  teachers,  parents  and 
pupils  for  their  continued  interest  and  cooperation  in  the 
School  Health  Program.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION —ANNUAL  REPORT   1971 

I.  A  Conservation  Commission  is  a  group  of  local  citizens 
organized  to  study,  promote,  develop  and  better  utilize 
the  community's  natural  resources.  It  is  a  legally  consti- 
tuted unit  of  local  government.  At  a  time  when  wooded 
and  open  land  and  clean  streams  are  disappearing  from 
the  landscape,  the  Conservation  Commission  can  play  a 
major  role  in  improving  and  preserving  the  assets  of  our 
town.  The  Haverhill  Conservation  Commission  was 
created  by  the  1970  Town  Meeting. 

II.  Membership:      Ronald  L.  Hemenway,  Chairman 

Richard  G.  Kinder,  Secretary-Treas.

III.  Accomplishment  to  date:  About  235  junked  cars  and 
trucks  were  cleaned  up  and  crushed  in  the  Junk  Car  Re- 
moval Project  sponsored  by  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion. All  equipment  and  time  was  donated.  The  time  and 
equipment  consisting  of  logging  trucks,  loaders,  fork 
lifts,  tow  trucks  and  dump  trucks  was  estimated  to  be 
worth  about  $3,000.  This  project  was  a  tremendous  suc- 
cess and  considerable  value  was  added  to  the  Town  by 
elimination  of  this  visual  pollution. 

IV.  Some  of  the  current  projects  and  future  goals  include: 

1.  Land  indexing;  To  provide  aerial  photos,  soil  suit- 
ability information,  list  of  scenic,  historical  and  nat- 
ural areas  of  special  value.  This  basic  information  is 
vital  for  town  planning  for  the  best  use  of  our  natural 
resources. 

2.  The  Commission  is  becoming  better  informed  through 
membership  in  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  and  by  consultation  with  experts  in  en- 
vironmental sciences. 
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3.  The  Commission  is  studying  the  possible  development 
of  a  Town  recreation  area  to  include  swimming,  or- 
ganized activities,  a  natural  conservation  education 
area  and  perhaps  a  town  forest. 

4.  A  shade  tree  program  to  make  available  at  cost,  suit- 
able trees  for  street  planting. 

5.  Protect  our  water  supplies  by  encouraging  the  ac- 
quisition, maintenance,  and  improvement  in  quality  of 
the  watersheds. 

6.  Establish  a  Conservation  Fund.  This  fund  would  be 
used  to  acquire  land  to  protect  the  natural  resources 
or  to  preserve  an  area  of  special  value  to  the  Town 
of  Haverhill.  Once  established  it  would  make  the 
Town  eligible  for  matching  public  and  private  funds 
and  would  encourage  gifts  and  bequests  from  con- 
cerned individuals.
